' from the Fare Plaza near 


St. Ignace to Mackinaw 
City. ; 
More than 60 busses are 
pressed into service to 
convey walkers from 
Mackinaw City to the star- 
ting point. The fare is 50 
cents, children under 12 
accompanied by adults, 
frée, : 
It is important to note 
that a new location for 
boarding busses was selec- 
ted last year. It will be the 
same site this year, an area 
just north of the Traverse 
Bay Wollen Company on 
Huron Street in Mackinaw 


City. 
However, the Bridge 
Authority strongly 


recommends that bridge 
walkers not rely on bus 
transportation. Last year 
more than 19,000 persons 
used the bus service which 
begins at 6:00 a.m. Many 
of them arrived at the star- 
ting point too late for the 
10:00 a.m. deadline for 
commencing the walk. 
Every effort is made to 
clear the bridge by Noon 
when vehicle traffic, which 
is maintained during the 
bridge walk, peaks. 

In order to prevent 
backing up of heavy south- 
bound traffic, bridge 
walkers are squeezed into a 
single lane. Then two south 
lanes are open for 
automobile crossings and 


one lane is open for north- 


bound traffic. The proce- 
dure has been carried out 
safely ‘and efficiently 
during the past five years. 
It is necessary to prevent 
backups as long as 10 miles 
in the Upper Peninsula. 

The only dogs permitted 
to participate in the bridge 
walk are seeing-eye dogs. 
This rule is strictly enfor- 
ced for the convenience and 
safety of the majority of 
the bridge walkers. 

Also, participants should 
bear in mind that there are 
no relief stations on the 


bridge. Porta-johns will be . 


positioned at the north and 
south ends of the bridge. 

The 210th MP Batallion 
of the Michigand National 
.Guard from Detroit will be 
assisting with traffic and 
crowd control, This is a 
demanding command post 
exercise in that north and 
southbound vehicular traf- 
fic is maintained during the 
bridge walk. 

The National Guard per- 
sons are stationed all along 
the bridge to enforce rules 
and regulatons governing 
the bridge walk such as: no 
running or jogging, no 
roller skating, no climbing 
on bridge railings, no 
hieyeles or other vehicles, 
plus a number of other 
prohibitions. 

The Hiawathaland Coun-

Paul Corrected Peter For 
Corrupting The Gospel 
Gal 2:11-14 


Although the apostle Peter had 
previously testified publicly at 
the church of Jerusalem that 
there is just one gospel of grace 
for both Jews and Gentiles, (Acts 
15:11), he is found by the apostle 
Paul compromising his stand in 
practice. ‘But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withstood him 
to the face, because he was to be 
blamed.” Verse 11. 

The reason for Paul’s face to 
face public rebuke of Peter is 
revealed in the next verse: "For 
before that certain came from 
dames, he did eat with the Gen- 
tiles, but when they were come, he 
withdrew and separated himself, 
fearing them which were of the 
circumcision.” Verse 12. Peter 
was publicly eating non-kosher 
food with the Gentiles, but im- 
mediately left the Gentiles and 
began eating only kosher food 
when the Jews arrived from 
Jerusalem. It was not the swit- 
ching from pork to beef which 
was wrong, but the reason behind 
it. (Pork and beef are just exam- 
ples) 

Some of those Jewish Cristians 
were eating beef and avoiding 
pork because they believed it 
necessary to be saved. They 
believed Christians were still tied 
to the dietary laws of Moses. Acts 
15:5. Peter hud previously 
received a special revelation from 
God on this matter. Acts 10:9-16. 
Peter was told that all things 
were now cleansed of God and 

proper to eat. The gospel was now 
spread from the Jews to the 
house of Cornelius, a Gentile, and 
-Peter was being: told that Cor- 
nelius and other Gentiles could be

without becoming Jews, Peter 
was also reminded that he could 
now as a Christian abandon the 
Old Testament dietary laws given 
to protect the nation of Israel 
during their struggles as a young 
nation. 

Peter by his action as a leader 
influeneced the other Jews with 
him to act in a hypocritical way as 
well: “And the other Jews 
dissembled likewise with him; in- 
somuch that Barnabas also was 
carried away with their dissimu- 
lation." Verse 13. Webster says of 
dissiumlation: ‘‘to hide under a 


false appearance; To dissemble; ~ 


feign; pretend.” 

Paul instead of rebuking all the 
Jews for hypocrisy, rebuked only 
the leader, Peter: ‘But when | 
saw that they walked 
uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, | said unto Peter 
before them all, If thou, being a 
Jew, livest after the manner of 
Gentiles, and not as do the Jews, 
why compellest thou the Gentiles 
to live as do the Jews?” Verse 14. 
Paul rebuked Peter publicly not 
for failure to preach the truth of 
the gospel, but for failure to prac- 
tice the truth of the gospel. 

The gospel of God's grace has 
been covered with false gospels 
like a needle in a haystack today 
because we no longer have 
spiritual leaders of the caliber of 
Paul and Peter who loved the 
truth of God's Word more than 
false ecumenical unity. Peter 
after such public rebuke could 
later refer to the.apostle Paul in 
his last epistle as ‘‘our beloved 
brother Paul."’ [I Peter 3:15.

Growing... 


Thirty-five million poun- 


. ds of peaches would make a 


mound of peach sundaes or 
peaches and cream! Good 
things are growing in 
Michigan and our state’s 
peach growers are 
estimating this harvest of 
peaches this summer, ac- 
cording to the Michigan 
Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Due to adverse weather 
conditions, this year’s 
production is predicted 40 
percent less than 1978. 


Peaches are picked when. 


‘firm-ripe’. Because of this, 
they’re very perishable and 
require special handling. 

Unlike peaches, Michi- 
gan pears are picked when 
not quite fully ripe and still 
firm. To ripen pears, store 
them in a dark place at 60 
to 70 degrees for two to 
three days. Our state’s 
pear production has 
doubled in the last three 
years, with an estimated 
12,000 ton harvest this 
summer. Michigan is fifth 
in the nation for total pear 
harvest, according to 
MDA. 

Most of our state’s pears, 

primarily Bartletts, go to 
canners; however, fresh 
Michigan pears are avail- 
able mid-August through 
October. 
“ Prune plum production 
in Michigan climbed to the 
second highest in the 
nation in 1978 with a 65 
percent crop increase. 
Growers harvested 48 
million pounds for a total 
market value of about $3.3 
million. 

Two-thirds of the prune 
plum crop. goes_ to 
processors for making 
jams, jellies, preserves and 
other products. Michigan 
plums are also excellent in 
cakes, tarts, pies, salads or 
for out-of-hand eating. 
hand eating.

The problems 
of the city’s people have moved into my 
personal life too far.” 

He spends a lot of time on the job, too, 
estimating it takes five or six hours a day, 
“ seven days a week. The pay is $62.50 a 

month. — 

So Vic Huddleston has decided he 
doesn’t want to be mayor any longer. 
He'll serve until December, but that’s it, 

. although his term runs through 1981. 

é & What he figures the city needs is a 
" “" public relations man, or possibly a city 

manager...someone to share the citizen 

complaint load. 

“People should be able to complain,”’ he 
said, “but it’s too much for the mayor to 
handle alone.” 

y Mayor Huddleston has the right to 

quit, if he wants to; he’s served his tour 
of duty helping out his fellow citizens. 

The concerns he voices about the job 
would be similar to those observed by 
most other mayors of small towns...or 


sents to serve in a local government on a 
part-time basis. It’s almost in the nature 
of the job. 

The complaints these folks receive 
usually are in proportion to how close 
their particular government is to the 
people governed, and how available a par- 
ticular office holder is to his-her con- 
stituents. 

Apparently Eaton Rapids city govern- 
ment is close to its people, and Mayor 
Huddleston, working at his main street 
store, certainly has been available to his 
constituents...much more so than if he 
worked in a factory, or out of town, or in 
some professional capacity. 

The plight of the local office holder is 
familiar, and I sympathize with all of 
them. 

I agree also with Mayor Huddleston’s 
decision. Even the local office holder owes 
a responsibility to his-her public to be 
available, and to listen, and to do 
something about complaints. If the at- 
‘titude ‘“‘has gotten nasty,” as Mayor 
Huddleston indicates, and if “it got to 
me,” as he also indicates, then it is, in- 
deed, time to vacate the office, and give 
somebody else a chance. 


Back when Chrysler Corporation first 
suggested the federal government should 
come through with $1 billion of some sort 
to keep the firm going, the United Auto 
Workers wasn’t all that keen about the 
idea. 

Doug Fraser, UAW president, 
suggested that federal assistance should 
be made available only if the federal 
government would have a substantial 
hand in operation of the company—say, 
about a 30 percent voice in Chrysler 
managerment.

Counties-Cities Share 
in State Collected Taxes 


asoline consumption in 
the second quarter of 1979 
declined in Michigan for 
the first time since the 
Arab oil embargo in 1974, 
the Michigan Department 
of Transportation (MDOT) 


reported today. 
The state collected taxes 
on 1,094,740,536 (b) 


gallons of gas in the April- 
June period, down by 4.7 
percent from the same 
three months of 1978. 
Declines were registered in 
all three months, ending 
with a 6.3 percent drop in 
June. 

Consumption was about 
the same as in the second 
quarter of 1973 when there 
were approx. 800,600 fewer 
autos registered in Michi- 
gan. The decline is attri- 
buted not only to reduced 
driving because of fuel 
shortages and steeply 
rising prices but also to 
improved engine perfor- 
mances and ligher-weight 
vehicles. 


Gas tax revenues for the 
second quarter went up by 
$8,574,330, or 18 percent, 
because of a two-cent in- 
crease in the nine-cent-a- 
gallon tax that went into 
effect last Jan. 1. Collec- 
tions totaled $121,659,163. 

The diesel fuel tax, raised 
at the same time from 
seven to nine cents, 
produced $8,300,499, up by 
29.6 percent. The number 
of gallons taxed decreased 
in the quarter by two- 
tenths of one percent, to 
93,399,291, but showed a 
3.8 percent ‘increase for 
June. 

Weight tax revenues 
from license plate fees, 
which went up last 
November, increased by 
9.2 percent to $38,478,136. 
Those and other fuel taxes 
and revenues from interest 
yielded $174,904,530 for 
the Michigan Transpor- 
tation Fund, an increase of 
17.1 percent from the com- 
parable period of 1978. 

Deductions for collection 
costs and other grants left 


$159,637,947 for distribu-. 


tion to the state, the coun- 
ties and the municipalities, 
an increase of 13.9 percent. 

The State Trunkline 


Fund, used for construc- 
tion and maintenance on 
the state highway system, 
will receive $60,885,943 as 
its 38.4 percent share of the 
fund. The Comprehensive 
Transportation Fund, ear- 
marked primarily for state- 
financed public transpor- 
tation and rail programs, 
will receive $13,166,530, or 
8.3 percent of the total. 

The 88 county road com- 
missions will _ collect 
$55,076,581 as their 34.3 
percent share, up by 14.2 
percent from the second 
quarter of 1978. The 531 
incorporated cities and 
villages will received 
$30,508,893 as their 19 
percent share, up by 14.1 
percent.

Crawford received 
$207,680 during the second 
quarter of 1979 compared 
to $179,095 during the 
second quarter of 1978.
